Annual  Report  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1963. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  South  East 
Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  tenth  Report. 

My  grateful  thanks  goi  to  all  Wardens  in  the  Group  Schemes  for 
Elderly,  for  the  way  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.  It  is 
certainly  a  labour  of  love,  since  the  post  is  only  rated  as  part-time 
and  paid  accordingly.  An  increasing  problem  is  the  one  associated 
with  increasing  age  and  infirmity,  the  development  of  first  one  handi¬ 
cap  and  then  another — necessitating  more  and  more  attention. 

During  the  year,  the  Warden  at  Sandiacre,  Mrs.  Hollingsworth, 
and  also  a  resident  in  the  Group  Scheme,  were  tragically  killed.  Mrs. 
Hollingsworth’s  death  was  a  profound  shock  to  the  residents  of  the 
Group  Scheme  and  to  this  Council.  Her  kindness,  humour  and  help¬ 
fulness  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all  with  whom  she  came  into  contact. 
Although,  an  Avenue  has  been  named  after  her,  perhaps  the  most 
fitting  memorial  is  the  Group  Scheme  with  which  she  had  been  so 
closely  associated. 

Group  Schemes  for  the  Elderly,  are  at  :  — 

Sandiacre — 12  Bugalows.  Warden — Mrs.  S.  I.  Kerswill. 

Spondon — 25  Bungalows.  Warden — Mrs.  K.  Towle. 

Stanley  Common — 21  Bungalows.  Warden — Mrs.  L.  Riley. 
Borrowash — 16  Bungalows.  Warden — Mrs.  S.  Morris. 
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All  Schemes  have  installed  a  Call  Bell  System,  so  that  the 
residents  can  inform  the  Warden  when  an  emergency  arises  or  they 
are  in  need  of  help.  However,  at  Borrowash  a  Call  System  is  used 
enabling  the  Warden  to  talk  direct  to  any  member  of  the  bungalows 
under  her  care,  and  vice-versa.  This  has  proved  a  great  advance 
over  the  Call  Bell  System!,  and  the  Council  are  well  pleased  with  its 
efficiency.  This  is  a  Call  System  made  by  Smith’s  of  Doncaster. 


Furrther  Group  Schemes  have  been  proposed  for  Spondon  and 
Weston- on -Trent,  both  will  have  Central  Heating,  by  gas  or  electricity. 
With  the  full  co-operartion  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  these 
Schemes  will  have  a  Resident  Warden. 


In  addition  a  new  project  for  the  Elderly  at  Sandiacre  is  com¬ 
mencing,  providing  twenty  units  in  the  form  of  a  two-storied  hollow 
square.  The  tender  for  this  project  was  £60,514.  Central  heating 
will  be  provided  by  under-floor  electricity.  There  will  be  a  Resident 
Warden  and  provision  is  also  made  for  communal  facilities  and 
rooms. 


Those  old  people’s  bungalows  fortunate  enough  to  be  built  with 
back-ground  heating,  provided  from  radiators  off  a  back  boiler,  were 
much  appreciated  by  the  residents  during  the  winter  months. 


During  the  year  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  totalled  2,322, 
compared  with  303  the  previous  year.  This  was  substantially  due  to 
to  our  biennial  epidemic  of  measles,  there  being  2,151  notifications 
compared  with  189.  Chaddesden  525  ;  Littleover  374  ;  Spondon 
259  ;  Breadsall  231  and  Alvaston  222,  being  the  parishes  most 
affected.  This  was  in  contrast  to  the  previous  year,  when  Melbourne 
had  the  highest  number  of  cases — 87,  but  this  dropped  to  9  during 
the  epidemic  year. 


Other  notifiable  diseases  to  show  an  increase  were  Scarlet  Fever 
49  (40)  ;  Erysipelas  4  (2)  ;  Whooping  Cough  27  (5)  ;  Dysentry  44 
(17).  Unfortunately,  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  increased  from 
12  to  20,  indicating  that  there  is  still  a  residuum  of  infection  in  the 
community.  It  is  hoped  to  arrange  visits  by  the  Mobile  Mass  Radio¬ 
graphy  Unit,  under  the  Medical  Director,  Dr.  W.  Guthrie,  to  the 
Parishes  with  the  greatest  number  of  notifications.  One  of  these 
showed  the  highest  positive  skin-test  rate  (40%)  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  This  supplements  the  findings  last  year  of  a  positive  skin- 
test  rate  of  30%. 
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There  is  no  reason  why  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  should  not  be 
defeated — but  it  can  only  be  done  if  the  public  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  free  medical  facilities  available.  Dr.  Morrow-Brown,  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physician  and  his  colleagues  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
Green  Lane,  Derby,  are  available  to  all  via  the  family  doctor,  to  have 
a  full  examination  and  X-ray  in  cases  of  doubt.  Grandad’s  chronic 
cough  ;  Grandma’s  bronchitis  ;  Father’s  post  influenzal  debility, 
with  or  without  cough,  and  Mother’s  “  smoking  ”  cough,  need 
attention  and  reassurance  at  such  a  Centre.  Yearly  visits  to  the  Mobile 
Mass  Radiography  Unit,  when  it  is  in  the  Parish,  (or  at  Derby  or 
Nottingham)  are  important.  We  must  do  all  we  can  to  eradicate  this 
disease  and  its  consequences  from  the  District. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  therefore,  for  me  to  thank  all  Headteachers  and 
their  staff  for  their  grand  co-operation  in  connection  writh  the  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  Scheme,  which  is  available  to  all  pupils  aged  13  years 
and  over  in  Senior  Schools.  This  vaccination  confers  a  resistance  to

Housing  also  has  a  part  to  play  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis, 
and  the  Council  plays  its  part  in  this  respect,  by  the  provision  of 
Council  Houses  and  Dwellings.  Private  development  also  has  a  part 
to  play  in  raising  housing  standards  whether  by  new  development,  or 
by  utilizing  Improvement  Grants  for  amenities  such  as  Hot  Water 
Supply;  bathrooms  ;  W.C.  accommodation  ;  kitchen  and  food  storage 
facilities.  The  amounts  advanced  up  to  31st  March,  1964  in  connec 
tion  with  Improvement  Grants  and  House  Purchase  Loans,  since  the 
cominor  into  force  of  the  Act,  were  £56,987.  and  £279,517  respectively. 

The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this  Authority  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  invested  into  it,  which  totals  some 
£1,950,090  up  to  31st  March,  1964. 
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The  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  continued  to 
proceed  satisfactorily.  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  58 
houses,  19  individual  houses  were  also  dealt  with.  Of  the  original  801 
houses  to  be  dealt  with  in  ten  years,  action  has  been  taken  in  respect 
of  711  houses  in  the  programme.  Also  263  other  unfit  houses  which 
were  not  in  the  programme  have  been  dealt  with,  making  a  total  of 
974  unfit  houses  for  which  action  has  been  taken  up  to  31st  December, 
1963. 

Fifty-eight  Council  Dwellings  were  erected  bringing  the  number 
that  the  Council  possesses  to  4,852.  This  consists  of  1,128  pre-War 
Dwellings,  3,655  post-War  houses,  52  post-War  prefabricated 
bungalows  and  17  purchased  houses. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  that  the  old  type  prefabricated 
bungalows  at  Spondon  and  Sandiacre  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
Human  Habitation,  by  this  Department,  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Spondon  Site  is  now  ripe 
for  new  development,  which  should  take  place  in  the  not  too  far 
distant  future.  At  Sandiacre,  it  will  help  release  a  site  for  developing 
a  new  Council  Housing  Estate,  which  is  greatly  needed. 

My  thanks  ate  due  to  Miss  P.  Brooks,  S.R.N.,  s.C.M.,  H.V.,  The 
Welfare  Officer,  for  her  valiant  work  during  the  year. 

The  occurrence  of  Typhoid  in  Switzerland,  emphasized  that 
those  intending  to  travel  abroad  should  seek  protection  against  this 
disease  by  vaccination.  This  is  in  addition  to  a  valid  Certificate  of 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

As  I  mentioned,  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  we  have  come  to 
accept  a  clean  water  supply  and  efficient  drainage  and  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  system,  as  always  available.  This  is  not  so  abroad. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  a  report  on  the 
water  supply  which  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 


During  the  year  the  Surveyor  and  Engineer,  Mr.  T.  Kay,  m.b.e.: 
a.M.i.c.e.,  m.i.'MUN.e.,  was  requested  by  the  Public  Works  Committee 
to  prepare  a  plan  of  a  Combined  Sewage  Disposal  and  Refuse  Com¬ 
posting  Plant,  for  a  population  of  60,000  people.  The  design  of  this 
project  has  reached  a  stage  where  it  should  be  considered  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Ministry  for  outline  approval.  The  proposal,  which 
has  received  outline  planning  approval  after  being  publicly  advertised, 
is  to  build  a  new  sewage  works  on  a  site  off  Nooning  Lane,  Draycott 
to  deal  initially  with  a  population  of  7,800  but  capable  of  subsequent 
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extension  to  a  capacity  of  10,000  persons.  On  the  same  site  will  be 
built  a  refuse  composting  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  a  population 
of  45,000  to  60,000  depending  on  the  period  allowed  for  fermentation. 
The  two  installations  will  be  combined,  in  that  the  sludge  from  the 
sewage  plant  will  provide  the  moisture  necessary  to  support  the 
fermentation  process  by  which  the  putrescible  part  of  the  refuse  will 
be  broken  down.  The  combined  installation  will  also  be  served  by 
a  common  administration  block  which  will  contain  the  office,  weigh 
office,  laboratory,  mess-room*  and  ablutions. 

Utilization  of  sewage  and  refuse  to  produce  compost  suitable 
for  use  by  agriculture  and  horticulture,  is  no  new  concept  and  has 
been  in  use  on  the  Continent  for  some  considerable  period.  Several 
progressive  Authorities  have  such  plants  in  use  in  Great  Britain 
today. 

Drainage  schemes  have  also  been  much  to  the  fore.  The  Alvaston 
and  Boulton  Scheme  has  now  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  approxi¬ 
mately  £220,000.  During  the  year  resewering  of  Chaddesden  began. 
A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  connection  of  Spondon  sewage 
to  the  Derby  Corporation  Works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £68,000. 
In  addition,  work  at  Breaston  commenced  on  resewering  and  the 
scheme  for  connecting  Almshouse  Lane,  Morley,  is  approaching 
fruition. 

Other  essential  schemes  are  earmarked  for  the  future,  showing 
the  determination  of  this  Authority  to  cater  efficiently  for  the  needs 
of  the  citizens  within  its  boundary.  Below  are  given  the  various 
schemes  and  the  Consultant  Engineers  responsible  :  — 

Schemes  commissioned  to  Sir  Herbert  Humphries  and  McDonald. 

Littleover,  Sinfin  Moor  and  Chellaston. 

Schemes  Commissioned  to  John  Dossor  and  Associates.

It  will1  be  seen,  therefore,  that  there  is  a  phasing  of  Drainage  and 
Sewage  Schemes,  so  that  over  a  period  of  time  this  important  work 
will  be  duly  completed. 

Construction  of  the  New  Council  Depot  at  Spondon  began 
during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £80, 000.  This  will  pro¬ 
vide  accommodation  for'  the  Housing  Department  and  its  staff  and 
building  materials.  It  will  also  house  the  Vehicle  Maintenance  and 
Repair  Department  for  all  refuse  collecting  vehicles,  etc.  including 
aaraee  accommodation.

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Various  Health  Campaigns  were  carried  out  in  the  year,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  .Parish  Councils,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries, 
County  Clinics  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  District. 

These  Campaigns  covered  the  following  subjects  :  — 

( a )  Smoking  of  Cigarettes  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

( b )  Safety  in  the  Home. 

(c)  Personal  Hygiene. 

With  regard  to  (b)  and  (c),  films  were  made  available  to  all 
Senior  Schools,  and  a  good  response  was  forthcoming.  Talks  were 
o  Sen  or  Schools  in  relation  to  Cancer  of  of  the  Lungs.  Use 

was  also  made  of  an  official  Ministry  of  Health  Film  on  Smoking 
and  Cancer,  which  became  available  later  in  the  year.  My  thanks 
are  due  to  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  the  County  Senior  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  Miss  Flay  for  their  assistance  in  these  matters. 

Details  relating  to  ofher  matfers  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  saniation  of  the  District,  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
Report. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout  the  year. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  Housing  Manager,  Mr.  T.  N.  Fiske,  and 
his  staff  for  their  valuable  help  during  the  year. 

My  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe,  has  once 
more  been  a  tower  of  strength.  To  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  the  clerical  staff,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
work  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  record  the  loss  to  this  Authority 
of  Councillor  F.  R.  Hubbard,  past  Chairman  on  three  occasions  and 
a  member  of  this  Council  for  20'  years.  He  had  given  so  much  of 
his  time  and  energy  to  make  this  Authority  one  of  which  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  might  be  justly  proud.  It  was  fitting  that  towards  the  end,  he 
received  a  visit  from  our  German  friends  from*  Offenbach  Landkeis. 
I  am  sure  this  meant  much  to  him. 

I  also  regret  to  note  the  death  of  Councillor  W.  Beswick,  for 
nine  years  a  fearless  representative  of  Draycott. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Jefferies,  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  I.  B.  Davies,  and  also  Mr.  C1.  Beard- 
more,  our  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  T.  Kay,  our  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  member's  of  the  Council 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  accorded  me.

“  Smoking  is  an  old  established  custom,  and  today  nearly  twelve 
million  men  and  over  six  million  women  in  Britain  are  fairly  heavy 
smokers.  In  1952  an  enquiry  was  held  to  find  out  the  relationship 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancer. 

The  scientific  results  of  this  enquiry  were  interesting  :  — 
Among  non-smokers,  one  death  in  every  300  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 
Whereas  in  those  who  smoked  ten  cigarettes  a  day,  lung  cancer 
accounted  for  one  death  in  every  twenty-five.  In  people  who  smoked 
twenty  cigarettes  a  day,  one  in  every  eight  was  due  to  lung  cancer. 

Nor  is  lung  cancer,  harmful  though  it  is,  the  only  bad  result  of 
smoking.  Bronchitis  is  aggravated  by  smoking  ;  smoking  depresses 
the  appetite,  and  can  also  affect  the  heart,  the  arteries  and  the  stomach. 
Taking  everything  into  consideration,  it  can  be  said  that  the  greatest 
step  we  could  take  in  making  lung  cancer  less  common  would  be  to 
teach  young  people  not  to  smoke.” 

Over  the  same  period  in  the  area  covered  by  South-East  Derby¬ 
shire,  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have  fallen  from  19 — 3 
whilst  Carcinomta  of  the  Lung  has  increased  from  18-41,  and  deaths 
from  other  Carcinoma  from  87 — 135.

If  allowance  is  made  for  population,  the  increase  over  the  last  ten 
years,  in  death  from  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung,  is  70  per  cent,  whilst 
that  from  other  carcinoma  is  17  per  cent. 

It  might  well  be  asked  what  is  being  done  about  this  Phblic 
Health  problem,  which  in  future  years  will  assume  greater  importance 
than  at  present,  if  the  present  trend  continues.  All  Authorities  have 
a  duty  with  regard  to  Public  Health  propaganda  and  Health  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  in  this  district  talks  have  been  given  to  children  in  Second¬ 
ary  Schools  on  the  danger  of  smoking,  particularly  cigarettes,  and 
also  to  certain  Voluntary  Bodies.  These  talks  have  been  given  m 
some  cases,  with  and  without  the  aid  of  film-strips,  which  are  available 
on  the  subject,  and  latterly  an  American  film-strip  and  record 
commentary  has  been  made  available  by  Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan,  the 
Senior  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  County. 

This  particular  record  and  film-strip  has  been  shown  during  the 
current  year,  at  Senior'  Schools  in  the  District  and  was  well  received. 
Its  aim  is  to  present  the  problem  to  the  children,  and  for  them  to 
make  up  their  own  minds. 

No  matter  what  may  be  done  in  schools  it  is  only  tackling  the 
problem  with  regard  to  the  future  generation.  Unfortunately,  it  has 
been  shown  that  the  example  of  parents  with  regards  to<  smoking, 
seriously  prejudices  their  children’s  chance  of  not  smoking.  As  might 
be  expected  the  percentage  of  children  who  smoke,  is  highest  where 
both  parents  smoke  and  lowest  where  both  parents  do  not  smoke. 
Example  in  this  matter  having  greater  effect  than  words  alone. 

Some  epidemiologists  regard  this  threat  of  Cancer  of  the  Lungs 
as  the  greatest  Public  Health  Menace  of  our  times,  since,  during  1958 
an  average  of  262  people  died  daily  from  malignant  deseases  and  of 
these,  54  died  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  By  comparison,  accidents 
caused  by  motor  vehicles  were  responsible  for  15  deaths  a  day,  and 
Tuberculosis  12  deaths.

One  (nil)  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a  female  aged  19  years, 
at  Breadsall  during  the  year.  Since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in 
1921,  the  figurers  for  each  decade  are  indeed  startling,  c.g.  1 920’s — 3; 
1930’s — 5  ;  1940’s — 12  and  1950’s— 65,  demonstrating  how  much 

this  is  a  disease  of  modern  times. 

Today  vaccination  is  already  altering  the  poliomyelitis  picture. 
Rigid  control  of  vaccine  preparation  and  the  fact  that  millions  of 
children  and  adults  have  been  successfully  vaccinated,  indicates  the 
safety  and  efficiency  of  the  procedure.  Oral  Vaccine  is  now  being 
used  with  great  success.

They  are,  in  the  m'ain,  early  cases  and  represent  the 
impact  of  industry  on  the  younger  generation  who  have  left  school. 

R.C.G.  Vaccine  is  now  offered  to  all  pupils  aged  13  years  and 
over  attending  senior  schools  in  the  district. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to  find 
the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present  services 
available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking  the 
advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic,  Derby, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  in  the  District  is  undertaken  by  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  also  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County 
Council  at  the  various  Clinics.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  has  a  number  of  power 
stations  adjoining  the  River  Trent  ;  three  of  these,  at  Castle  Doning- 
ton,  Spondon  and  Willington,  are  in  close  proximity  to  this  district 
and  a  new  station  under  construction  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar  is  only  a 
few  miles  away.  In  addition  to  monitoring  stations  operated  by  the 
Board,  the  Council  has  six  pollution  measuring  sites,  the  locations  of 
which  have  been  selected  with  regard  to  the  position  of  the  power 
stations.

F  do  not  think  anybody  needs  reminding  that  the  winter  of  that 
year  was  the  coldest  and  longest  for  many  years.  Indeed,  we  had  one 
of  the  coldest  days,  with  the  air  temperature  down  to  8°F.  on  the  24th 
January,  since  weather  recording  was  started  at  Broomfield. 

Apart  from’  this,  the  year  was  fairly  average,  again  it  was  dull 
with  six  hours  less  sunshine  than  in  the  previous  dull  year  and  the 
rain-fall  a  little  bit  below  average. 

Again  the  figures  remind  us  that  June  and  August  are  two  of  the 
wettest  months  of  the  year.  What  more  can  I  say,  save  that  as  well, 
August  supplied  us,  as  so  often,  with  our  wettest  day  of  the  year— - 
1  inches  on  the  3rd.

Miss  P.  Brooks,  s.r.n.,s.c.m.,h.v.,  is  the  Housing  Welfare 
Officer  of  this  Authority.  Her  work  deals  directly  with  the  tenants 
on  the  Council’s  housing  estates.  The  total  number  of  houses  on  the 
Authority’s  estates  is  recorded  elsewhere. 

Among  her  duties  are  the  following  :  — 

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advise  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority,  because  of  their  inability  to 
to  cope  with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families 
may  have  been  brought  to  notice  because  of  the  lack  of  care 
of  house,  property  and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours 
or  neglected  state  of  children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other 
family  problems  such  as  ill-health,  etc. 

( b )  To  watch  over  the  interests  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighbours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants,  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Manager  in  the  work  of  the  Housing 
Department. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  proposed 
exchange  between  tenants.

Report  on  the  Water  Supply  :  — 

(d)  The  water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a) 
quality  and  ( b )  quantity. 

(6)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into  supply- 
As  all  water  is  treated,  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment.  A  total  of  373  bacteriological,  138  chemical  and 
1066  pH  and  hardness  samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and 
from  various  points  in  the  South  East  Derbyshire  District.  The 
results  of  chemical  analyses  taken  at  one  of  these  points  is  given 
below.  The  fluoride  content  of  water  supplied  is  0.09  ppm. 

( c )  Only  the  proportion  of  the  water  supply  obtained  from  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Under  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Act,  1899,  water  supplied  by 
the  Board  is  required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention 
of  such  action  before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  the  Con¬ 
stituent  Undertakings.

One  S.D.  Pakamatie  compression  vehicle  of  19/50  cu.  yds  capacity 
was  delivered  during  the  year  ;  two  similar  vehicles  were  on  order 
at  the  end  ct  the  year. 

In  March  the  wages  of  collection  and  disposal  personnel  were 
increased  by  7 /-  per  v»eek,  In  September  a  further  increase  of  7/- 
was  awarded;  this  formed  part  of  a  “package  settlement”  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  further  increases  of  7/-  per  week  payable  in  September  1964 
and  September  1965.  In  addition,  a  supplement  of  7/-  per  week  will 
be  payable  from  April  1964  for  employees  having  at  least  five  years’ 
service.  Holiday  entitlement  is  increased  to  three  weeks  per  year  after 
twelve  years’  service.  The  object  of  all  this  is  to  make  employment 
in  the  service  more  attractive,  but  experience  so  far  does  not  justify 
this.  The  bonus  schemes  for  refuse  collection  and  salvage  continued 
during  the  year — these  have  been  a  help  in  stabilising  the  labour 
force  although  the  difficulty  of  recruiting  suitable  labour  is  as  acute 
now  as  at  any  period  during  the  operation  of  the  bonus  schemes. 

At  Chellaston  the  raising  of  the  height  of  tipping  so  as  to  make 
the  site  last  longer  brought  its  own  difficulties,  particularly  during 
windy*  conditions.  An  elaborate  screen  constructed  of  tubular  steel 
and  wire  netting  is  used  to  retain  wind-blown  material,  but  on  one 
occasion  this  did  not  altogether  prevent  a  certain  amount  of  blown 
matter  finding  its  way  to  adjoining  land-  Negotiations  were  still 
proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  three  small  areas  of  land  off  Stanton 
Road,  Sandiacre — the  negotiations  seem  to  be  favourable  in  two  cases 
but  in  the  third  the  application  of  compulsory  powers  may  well  be 
needed.  Tipping  operations  were  considerably  assisted  by  the 
acquisition  of  an  International  BTD-6  Caterpillar  Tractor  with  Drott 
equipment  incorporating  the  4-in-l  bucket. 
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Following  the  Council's  first  approach  to  the  Ministry  regarding 
composting,  the  Council  were  advised  to  look  at  pulverisation  as  an 
alternative  to  tipping.  After  visiting  the  pulverisation  plant  specially 
mentioned,  the  Council  were  convinced  that  pulverisation  did  not 
provide  a  complete  solution  to  their  problem,  and  again  pressed  the 
Ministry  for  favourable  consideration  of  the  composting  scheme.  The 
big  question  is  now  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  tipping 
operations  until  the  proposed  composting  plant  comes  into  operation. 

The  severe  winter  of  1962-1963  brought  special  problems  for 
both  collection  and  disposal.  In  addition  to  difficulties  of  movement 
in  extreme  cold  weather,  the  conditions  affected  the  running  of  collec¬ 
ting  vehicles  and  disposal  machinery.  Nevertheless  a  satisfactory 
service  was  maintained,  although  this  will  inevitably  be  reflected  in 
high  maintenance  costs  to  vehicles  and  machinery. 

The  winter  also  suspended  constructional  work  on  the  new 
garage  and  depot  at  Spondon  and  it  was  not  until  March  that  the 
official  foundation  stone  was  laid.  Following  this,  work  proceeded 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
new  baling  shed  became  available  for  use  as  a  temporary  vehicle  repair 
shop. 

The  cleaning  of  ’bus  shelters  and  litter  bins  continued  during 
the  year,  and  substantial  quantities  of  unwanted  articles  and  rubbish 
of  all  kinds  were  recovered  from  roadside  ditches.  This  method  of 
disposing  of  cast-off  articles  is  really  indefensible  as  householders  can 
readily  avail  themselves  of  the  special  collection  arrangements  for  this 
type  of  refuse.  Provision  was  made  in  the  estimates  for  1964-65  for 
an  extension  of  the  arrangements  for  street  sweeping.

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Fuel  Supplies. 

During  the  year  the  500'  gallon  petrol  storage  tank  at  Melbourne 
was  taken  out  of  service  ;  the  500  gallon  petrol  tank  at  Chaddesden  and 
the  bulk  storage  tanks  for  diesel  fuel  and  tractor  fuel  at  Spondon  con¬ 
tinued  in  use,  pending  the  installation  of  new  storage  tanks  and 
pumips  at  the  new  garage  and  depot  at  Spondon.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

During  the  year  notifications  were  received  concerning  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  17  new  or  replacement  boilers.  69  visits  and  observations 
were  made  and  14  informal  notices  issued. 

Work  continued  for  future  smoke  control  areas.  The  purchase 
of  a  reflectometer  enabled  the  assessment  of  smoke  stains  to  be  under¬ 
taken  in  the  department  ;  previously  this  work  had  been  undertaken 
by  outside  laboratories. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Notifications  were  received  concerning  outbreaks  of  Swine  Fever 
at  three  premises  in  the  district. 

Mortuary. 

The  maintenance  cost  for  the  mortuary  at  Station  Road,  Chellas- 
ton,  amounted  to  £136/7s./8d. 

Noise  Abatement  Act. 

37  visits  to  premises  were  made,  usually  as  a  result  of  complaints. 
It  was  often  necessary  to  make  visits  at  unusual  hours  as  part  of  the 
investigation  work.  Six  informal  notices  were  issued. 

Pet  Animals  Act. 

A  licence  was  issued  in  respect  of  one  shop  in  the  district. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

A  grant  was  paid  in  connection  with  the  replacement  of  a  pail 
closet  by  a  watercloset  on  premises  at  Morley,  following  the  sendee 
of  a  notice  under  Sec.  47.  All  premises  having  public  sewerage  and 
water  supplies  available  are  provided  with  waterclosets,  except  for 
a  very  small  number  of  premises  which  are  likely  to  be  subject  to 
future  action  under  the  Housing  Act. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 
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Public  Conveniences. 

The  severe  winter  of  1962-63  resulted  in  much  frost  damage  to 
the  conveniences.  In  addition,  there  was  a  spate  of  malicious  damage. 

10  conveniences  were  in  use  throughout  the  year  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  two  more  were  under  construction,  one  at  Breadsall  and 
the  other  at  Spondon.  These  two  conveniences  are  of  a  special  design 
intended  to  minimise  the  possibility  of  malicious  damage  and  co 
eliminate,  so  far  as  is  possible,  frost  damage.

Three  premises  in  the  District  are  registered  under  the  Act  and 
two  firms  are  licensed  to  store  rag  flock.

Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

In  addition  to  routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  a  systematic 
inspection  of  all  mobile  food  vehicles  operating  in  the  district  was 
carried  out.  Numerous  instances  were  discovered  of  vehicles  failing 
to  satisfy  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  in 
many  cases  improvements  were  undertaken  by  the  vehicle  owners. 
The  inspections  showed  certain  shortcomings  of  the  Regulations  and 
it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  covered  in  any  new  regulations  which 
may  be  issued  in  the  future. 

During  the  year  two  Public  Health  Inspectors  attended  a  course 
on  food  microbiology. 

The  department  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
collected  191  samples  of  milk  which  were  subject  to  various  tests. 
358  satisfactory  results  and  six  unsatisfactory  ones  were  obtained. 

The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  R.  W. 
Sutton,  Esq.,  County  Analyst  :  — - 

241  samples,  including  86  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  Council 
during  the  year  1963. 

With  the  exception  of  one  sample  of  T.T.  Channel  Island  Milk 
the  Milk  samples  were  all  satisfactory.  This  sample  contained 
3.84%  Fat  as  against  the  minimum  requirement  of  4%  for  milk  from 
Channnel  Island  cattle.  The  producer  was  cautioned  and  notifications 
made  to  the  Ministry. 

Of  the  samples  other  than  Milk  a  Canned  Pineapple-Grapefruit 
juice  Drink  contained  an  excessive  amount  of  tin.  Four  further 
samples  were  taken  and  the  remainder  of  the  stock  was  destroyed. 

Various  complaints  by  purchasers,  made  to  your  Authority  in  the 
first  place,  were  referred  to  my  department  for  examination  and  such 
further  action  as  was  thought  to  be  necessary.  These  were  all  fully 
investigated  but  no  proceedings  were  taken. 

Three  complaints  were  about  Canned  Foods.  Two  concerned 
Tomatoes  of  Italian  origin.  Both  contained  a  caterpillar.  In  each 
case  the  investigation  was  taken  as  far  as  the  importers  who  were 
asked  to  make  suitable  representations  to  the  packers  in  Italy.  Baby 
Food  contained  what  was  thought  to  be  hairs.  The  contamination 
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turned  out  to  be  narrow  strips  of  lacquer  removed  from  the  inside 
of  the  can  in  the  operating  of  the  can  opener- 

Two  other  complaints  concerned  Bread.  Dark  patches  in  one 
were  caused  by  contamination  of  the  dough  with  dirty  vegetable  oil 
and  a  brown  patch  in  the  other  consisted  of  brown  dough  which  had 
gained  access  to  white  dough  following  the  making  of  brown  bread. 

Limeade  and  a  jar  of  Picalilli  both  contained  a  slug,  and  what 
was  thought  to  be  glass  in  a  cake  was  a  piece  of  plastic. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

During  the  year  1,171  visits  were  made  to  the  7  licensed 
slaugterhouses  in  the  district,  all  of  which  comply  with  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  Regulations  1958,  which  came  into  full  operation  in  the  district 
on  January  1st,  1962. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  October,  1963. 

The  main  provisions  are  that,  except  where  the  regulations  permit, 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consumption  must 
not  be  remloved  from  the  place  of  slaughter  until  they  have  been 
inspected  and  if  passed  fit  for  human  consumption,  until  they  have 
been  marked  with  a  stamp  identifying  the  Inspector  by  whom  the 
inspection  was  carried  out. 

The  regulations  list  in  detail  the  method  of  examination  for  each 
animal  and  give  instructions  of  the  action  to  be  taken  regarding  12 
conditions  and  39  diseases-  So  far  as  is  practicable  the  Inspector 
must  be  present  while  every  carcase  is  being  dressed.  This  has  in¬ 
volved  the  department  in  increased  work  and  overtime  ;  to  help  in 
this  and  other  work  another  Inspector  is  to  be  appointed. 

The  regulations  also  permit  the  local  authority  to  make  charges 
for  meat  inspection  not  exceeding  :  — 

2/6d.  per  horse  or  adult  bovine. 

9d.  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat. 

This  local  authority  charges  the  maximum.  During  the  period  1st 
October  to  4th.  January  1964  the  income  from  this  service  was  as 
follows  :  —

The  cost  to  the  Council  to  provide  this  service  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  the  income  from  inspection  fees. 

KNACKER'S  YARD. 

There  is  one  licensed  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district.  This  is  not 
licensed  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  and  the  very  few  horses  which 
are  handled  by  the  occupier  die  or  are  slaughtered  on  the  farms  and
